Yesterday afternoon Dr. A. B. 
Macallum addressed the Chemical 
Society on the subject: "The Living 
Animal Oeil aa-an inorganic Chemical 
Laboratory." The speaker dealt with 
the mechanism responsible ' for the 
production of .hydrochloric acid in the 
stomach and the elimination of acid 
by means of the kidneys. 

The method employed Is to inject 
Into the blood of a living animal cer- 
tain suitable reagents chosen to give 
precipitates in Uie tissues which shall 
register the presence of the inorganic 
constituents of those cells. By this 
means chlorides and phosphates may 
be fixed either together or separately. 
Tho animal is killed and sections of 
the cells to be investigated at once 
made. Micro-photographs are taken 
and these reveal the exact location 
within the cells of the inorganic con- 
stituents under Investigation. Thus 
It has been found that the porictal 
cells within the stomach produce free 
hydrochloric acid by the Introduction 
of sodium chroride and sodium dl 
hydrogen phosphate: When these 
cells are at rest, they become charged 
with phosphate; the chloride outside 
the cells enters under the necessary 
stimulus, and then the above reaction 
take.8 place.

As regards football, although the sport 
is one not universally popular with French-Canadian youth, there have 
been in the past many stars of the gridiron whose names at least had 
t distinctly Gallic flavor. Other sports would also doubtless be 
undertaken by the University of Montreal and this could not fail to 
stimulate interest in the City and beyond. 

In the larger aspect, the proposed admission of the University of 
Montreal would undoubtedly lead to the happiest results. The 
rivalry of the rink and gridiron would certainly mature into 
nothing more lasting, and in time no doubt we would have inter-

mulgated and the mutual understanding so encouraged would be im- 
portant not only from an academic, but even from a national stand- 
point. Representing as they do the future leaders of their respec- 
tive races, the "bonne entente" thus encouraged in the campus, would 
almost certainly bear fruit in the forum.

Quite a larse audience attended 
tho fourth annual ineetinj: of tho 
Aerial League of the British Empire 
, »t the Rlu-Carlton Hotel last night. 
Prior to the election of officers for 
1921, Dr. J. Uonnall Porter occupied 
the chair. The outstanding point of 
the secretary's report was the forma- 
tion of the Canadian Air Force la8t 
year. This force came Into helni; 
almost without notice In the fall of 
hut year, and is at present recruited 
from the ranks of the many ex-offl- 
• cere of the Itoyal Air Force resident 
In Canada. 

It Is of a mllitie, and not a perma- 
nent character. In that the members 
ot the force, while joining for a 
Stated, term of four years, are only 
called upon for service periodically, 
and almost Its entire administrative 
personnel is non-professional. The 
regulations concerning the force ere 
most comprehensive and exhaustive, 
and, should the present plans be ad- 
hered to. Canada will eventually novo 
available for a nations! emergency a 
'Flying Corps" complete in all essen- 
tial details of war— ground, supply, 
communication and medical units. 
Tho name of the league was then 
changed to Unit of "The Aerial Lci- 
f.ue— Montreal." 

After the conclusion and adoption 
of the annual reports, the following 
election of officers took place: 

Patron, His Excellency the Duke of 
Devonshire; Honorary Presidents, Ht. 
Hon. Arthur .Meighen. lit. Hon. Lord- 
8haughnossy. Hon. Sir Charles P.

The 
Vice-Presidents Include Dr. J. Bon- 
hall Porter, Macdonald Professor of 
Mining Engineering.

cf Mechanical Engineering; and L. B. 
Rochester, Science '21. Thus there 
ar« Ave men acUvely connected with 
McOlll on the executive.

In conclusion 
he said, that OB per cent of the R.A.F. 
were Canadians, and they are willing 
to help make a gr«nt Canadian Air 
Force If only «upport Is given. A 
series, of very Instructive animated 
cartoons and motion pictures on av!«- 
Hcn followed the adrress.
